field of battle. If th a t actually happens, certainly no 
one here in the Central West will be sad. A victory 
of this sort would furnish the inspiration few a Jubilee 
meeting, for tossing hats into the air, and for shout­ 
ing glad “h u rra h s” 
The real question la has Chairm an Legge and his 
associates discovered a real flesh and blood enemy. 
or ta he proposing to shout at something no more 
actual than a ghost—a mythical bogy created by dis­ 
cussions and debate In congress and outside? 
It is 
Mr. Legged contention that the drastic drop in grain 
prices may be charged to a determined onslaught of 
the “bears” or tim grain speculators. 
T h at was not 
original with him. The same charge has been hurled 
back and forth in congressional debate during the last 
two weeks. 
Mr. Legge Is sure enough of his position th a t he Is 
willing to risk 1165 000,000 of the taxpayers* money In 
the purchase of 150,000,000 bushels of wheat if th at 
is necessary to revive wheat prices. W hat he proposes 
to do with this grain has not been made clear al­ 
though the government board withdrew from the 
market ten days ago because elevators a t the term ­ 
inals were bursting with wheat which the government 
had purchased in Ile first efforts to stabilise the 
m arket Mr Legge may plan to hold It on the farm*. 
or in UMI warehouse elevators where it is now in stor­ 
age. T hat is not important, apparently. W hat la of 
consequence is th at the governmental farm boqrd is 
prepared to buy as much as 150,000.000 bushels of 
wheat at present m arket prices lf such a step if neces­ 
sary to send prices mounting upward.

The question naturally arises who are these "bear*"

Indisputable evidence recently reveals th a t the 
bread-eating countries of Europe are bearish on the 


FIGHTING CENSORSHIP. 
It was a splendid group of American leaders, who 
Thursday came to the aid of Senator Cutting of New 
Mexico in his fight against the intolerable literary 
censorship which has been exercised by this country’s 
custom* officials for several years under a queer quirk 


j of the tariff regulations. 
In opposition to Senator Smoot's attem pt to get the 
senate to reverse its vote last fall against the present 
censorship regulations, more than 500 educators. Jur­ 
ists, authors, and scientists petitioned congress to 
retain in the tariff bill the Cutting am endment to 
abolish censorship of literary imports by customs 
officials. 
There was John Dewey, em inent American philos­ 
opher and social educator whose influence ta Amer­ 
ican education has dominated the changing role edu­ 
cation has been taking ta the last two decades. There 
was Roscoe Pound, em inent dean of the Harvard law 
school and member of President Hoover's law enforce­ 
ment commission, recognised as an outstanding mind 
ta the development of American law. 
There wa* 
Charles A. Beard, whose historical interpretations of 
American life have played an im portant part in re- 
synthesising the significance of this country's back­ 
ground in the light of its present development. There 
was William Allen White, nationally known fighter 
for the intelligent aspects of American life from the 
standpoint of the small community editor. 
It is an encouraging sign th a t men of such stam p, 
anxious as they are for the highest standards of liter­ 
ature and correlative treatises, have not lost sight of 
the fundam ental principles of a free people. 
It is 
encouraging th a t they have not become as wary of 
the ability of the American people to Judge intelli­ 
gently tor themselves as have m any of the govern­ 
mental officials theoretically put ta office by the 
voters of the land. It is a hopeful sign for the elim­ 
ination of such unintelligent censorship aa has ex­ 
isted, and any censorship la unintelligent insofar aa 
It fails to recognise th a t people s tastes are molded 
by their natures, not by censors. It la proof th at not 
all of freedom of thought and action has been 
squelched by the demands of a machine civilisation 
and the theory th at government can elevate the moral 
standards and m ental development of a wide-spread 
people. 


VON TIK PITZ. 
The nam e of Von Tirpita, head of the Germ an 
navy during the World War. carries with it contempt 
and ignominy ta the eye* of the civilised. It was upon 
Von Tirpita’s shoulders th a i moat of the criticism for 
Germany’s submarine warfare fell. 
Now he is dead 
and another of the figures who made the former 
Kaiser s war machine a hated and loathsome thing 
ta the eyes of the majority of nations is gone. 
Yet, Von T lrpits was largely a victim of circum­ 
stances. Germany had a large and powerful fleet a t 
the outbreak of the war. 
The German adm iralty 
elected to hold the fleet a t its bases, behind a screen 
of mines, rather than to risk destruction at the hands 
of the British lion. It sent occasional raiders abroad 
to prey upon commerce but the submarine program 
was the last final act of desperation. It was a gam ­ 
ble. forced upon Von Ttrpitx by the condltiona which 
confronted the kaiser's armies in the field, and It 
came fearfully close to success. 
But in the end it was Von Tirpita’s policy of ru th ­ 
less submarine warfare which defeated the Oerman 
war machine. 
It was the torpedoing of m erchant 
mnM nufi iii nit* im Mi I WMfUl and H u n g e r ship* Which finally projected 
*'}n 
ii Americ* lnto the World war and it was the reserve 
In the United States. Europe Is ud# Qf Amerlcan troopgi fresh ftnd without the bruis­ 


ing scars of long years of struggle, which settled the 
Issue on the western front. 
From a hum anitarian 
standpoint Von Tirpita’s program was unthinkably 
horrible and savage. 
It cost thousands of innocent 
lives—including women and children—and because it 
carried the war to civilians to the extreme limit* of 
death it violated all international code. To th at extent 
Von Tirpita will always occupy a black spot ta his­ 
tory. 
But with the passage of time, and with more 
sane and dispassionate Judgment than was possible 
under the storm of passion and prejudice, the world 
will come to understand some of the currants which 
shot through the titanic struggle and made it the 
most appalling tragedy of modern civilisation.

The “bears,’* then, with whom we h av l gone to 
war. are the hungry peoples of Europe who naturally 
want to buy their wheat as cheaply aa possible. W ith 
a harvest coming on in the United States, and a large 
holdover from Ism year, with the Canadian wheat 
pool still ta possession of a vast quantity of wheat, 
and with Australia and Argentine to draw upon for 
wheat. G reat Britain and some of the other Euro­ 
pean purchasers believe they can defeat this effort 
to put an artificial price upon grain. 
In time, they 
figure, the effort* which are being put forth to stim u­ 
late price* m ust tweak down under the pressure of 
surplus stocks, and then wheat will sell a t prices 
fixed by natural economic law of supply and demand. 
In the recent drop of price* Europe drew first blood. 
The world price has been sagging and la below the 
figure fixed by the federal farm board. 
It will be a struggle well worth the watching. Mr. 
Legge and his associates are prepared to hold mil­ 
lion* of bushels off the m arket even after the new 
crop is marketed, according to the Kansas City Star's 
correspondent. It is to be a long-drawn out struggle, 
then, with the farm board drawing upon the immense 
resources placed a t its disposal to achieve its objective. 


ENLIGHTEN!;II JURISPRUDENCE. 
All newspaper people will, of course, applaud the 
decision of the appellate court at Cleveland which 
overturned the action of a magistrate in one of the 
inferior tribunals of that city fining and sending to 
Jail two editorial writers who had criticised him for 
the issuance of an injunction which prevented the 
sheriff from interfering with racetrack gambling. 
This ruling, however, is of more importance to the 
general public and the welfare of the American peo­ 
ple than it la to the press. It means that the higher 
courts are not disposed to uphold the attem pt of petty 
Jurists to set themselves up as tyrants of the bench 
and wreak their personal vengeance upon those who 
may invoke their displeasure. 
A judge who is so 
touchy he cannot stand a little newspaper criticism 
would probably not hesitate to vent his w rath upon 
any erne who happened to express disapproval by word 
of mouth. Of course, whenever the time comes th at 
one cannot express his opinion of the work of a gov­ 
ernm ental agency, freedom of speech in this country 
will no longer exist. 
Happily, it is the exception rather than the rule 
when members of the Judicial establishment seek to 
set themselves up as superior beings who are above 
criticism. As a general thing, the oourts stand ready 
to m aintain and defend the principle th at each citi­ 
zen may freely speak and write his thoughts, being 
responsible under the law for libel or the circulation 
of obscene and other illegal statem ents or publica­ 
tions. 
Popular respect for the Judiciary would disappear 
if it were otherwise. So long as the courts recognize 
the rights of the people to voice their opinions, they 
will reta.n pub.ic confidence. 
Nothing would destroy 
that confidence more quirkly or completely than for 
judges to adopt the attitude of the one at Cleveland

"We believe we have represented 
the fanner well enough in the past 
and sold his pits and his cattle and 
his sheep for nim to such an ad­ 
vantage that he isnt foil 
weaned 
away by anybr 
comes along the road and 
horn,” Wilson declared. "Thousands 
of the greatest livestock producer# 
have been good customers of our* 
for many years, and stUl are." 
Wilson is one of the deans of the 
Chicago livestock commission busi­ 
ness. As president of the livestock 
exchange he opened, on last Satur­ 
day. the first organised livestock 
futures market in the world. 
There are other reasons why he 
believes the farm bo%rd‘s plan is 
destined to fail. "The board admits.” 
he said, "that It wUl be necessary 
to sign up the existing co-opera­ 
tive agencies at the leading live­ 
stock markets and to persuade them 
to merge under one organization if 
the plan Is to be worked out. We 
don’t believe this is possible. The 
competition between these co-oper­ 
atives, with their foundations out 
throiwh the farm belt, is keen." 
Blow to Commission Men. 
The policy of the packers during 
the last few yean, of buying their 
own livestock direct from the pro­ 
ducer, 
has grown, also, Wilson 
pointed out. until last year the 
packers bought directly 40 per cent 
of the hogs sold on the Chicago 
market. 
This, he said, has been 
hard on the commission men.

INHERITANCE TAX 
PAYS ROAD WORK 
County To Pave Three 
Roads This Year 
From Fund. 
LancsMer county will get three 
.wmAll paving project* this yesr 
from inheritance tax funds. Coun­ 
ty Engineer Edgren announced Fri­ 
day morning. More than 175,000 to 
in the county treasurer's hands st 
Eresent from this source which can 
t used only for county paving. 
The three projects planed will take 
only about $45,000 of this, according 
to Mr Edgren. 
The county is all ready to pro­ 
ceed with work on two of the pro­ 
jects as soon as contracts are let 
and weather clears. One of bess 
is an extension of the paving on 
North Fourteenth street from the 
end of the present paving, past the 
Jewish cemetery to the next section 
corner, three-fourths of a mile In 
all. 
The other project ready Is the 
paving on North First street, from 
8. Y. A. across the Oak Creek bot- 
ton s for three-fourths of a mile. 
?.NKO. OOO l a n d F t pee te d . 
The third project will pave across 
rte Salt creek bottoms from Roca 
to Hanlon, a distance of one-half 
mile. This may be slower In get­ 
ting under way because of the 
necessity of raising a railroad sid­ 
ing that crosses the highway. 
Sources from which Mr. Edgren 
expects the highway fund to be 
a u g m e n t e d 
and 
approximate 
amounts are: gasoline tax, $140,000; 
bridge fund. $115,000; automobile 
licenses, $100,000: Inheritance tax. 
$76,000. These amounts with the 
reserve from 1039 would give the 
highway department more than 
$580,000 for highway work in 1$30. 
Ii is not the department's plan 
to spend thgt amount, however, ac­ 
cording to Mr Edgren. He believes 
that a considerable reserve should 
be carried over until next year. 
This would insure funds tor begin­ 
ning new projects early In the 
spring Mote important, he points 
out, it would give the county avail­ 
able funds In cane of an emergency 
such as the floods of 1908. The 
county has been extremely fortun­ 
ate in recent years, he Baya, In not 
having had any serious emergencies 
for more than ten years.
